Abstract: 4914 specimens of Sphecini wasps from all over the world were 
examined. 40 species of the genus Sphex, 23 species of Prionyx, 8 species of Palmodes, 
22 species of Isodontia and 2 species of Chilosphex could be found. All information on 
localities, dates of capture and the names of the collectors are listed. 
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Introduction 


To complement my previous publications (DOLLFUSS 2001, 2004a, 2004b, 2006, 2008) I 
have tried to identify a lot of Sphecini of the Collection of "Biologiezentrum Linz" in 
Austria. Dr. Christian Schmid-Egger kindly sent me his provisional keys of Sphecini of 
Western and Central Palearctic region. This was a great help for the determination of 
specimens of this region. If possible I compared the results with specimens in the Mu- 
seum of Natural History Vienna (NHMW) which were determined mostly by F.F. Kohl. 
All together 4914 specimens of Sphecini were examined (1908 o o, 30069 d). 

Complete information including the localities, dates of captures and the names of the 
collectors are listed.
